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College Approved in Light Vote

Juan de Fuel College "will 
open its doors next Sep¬ 
tember, courtesy of 5.198 
Greater Victorians who voted 
In favor of the proposal 
Friday. 

Only about 10 per cent of 
the voter* turned out, but 


those who did were over¬ 
whelmingly in favor. 

There were between HJ.OOfi 
and 65.000 eligible to vote in 
the Greater Victoria school 
district, which covers Vic¬ 
toria, Oak Bay, Esquimau. 
View Royal and pBrt of 
Saanich. Of these, 6,596 cast 
ballots, 78 8 per cent of them 


in fav.ir of the two-year 
college. 

"Now we have to really get 
down to work,’’ said district 
superintendent A. J. Long- 
more, as the results were 
telephoned to the school board 
office. 

He said the first move will 
be to advertise for and select 


a college president, and for 
thp provincial .government to 
appoint a college council. 

Programs and courses will 
have to be decided upon and 
arranged during the spring, 
and the present Institute of 
Adult Studies will change its 
status between June closing 
and September reopening. 


School board chairman Dr- 
Carrun Jumosnn said he was 
disappointed In the low turn¬ 
out — the smallest on record 
in the district. 

"1 had hoped for at least a 
20-per-cent turnout," *aid 
Jameson, "But I am gratified 
at the overwhelming enthusi¬ 


asm amongst those who did 
bother to vote." 

He said he realized there 
had been criticism about the 
short notice of the vote after 
permission fo hold a pleb¬ 
iscite was granted. 

"We have been working on 
this sine* 1963, and have put 


in hours and hours especially 
during this year. I suppose 
there ls a tendency when you 
are Involved in something like 
this to think that other people 
know a* much as you do. 

"However, I don't see how 
we could have waited longer.

OTTAWA (CP) The

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Emergency 'Junk' Food 
Clogged Lagos Docks 


LONDON (APi Col. Benjamin 

Adekunle. federal commandant of the Ni¬ 
gerian ports authority, Friday described 
international emergency food supplies to the 
victims of the civil war in his country as 
“junk." 

Adekunle, who won the name of Black 
Scorpion as a military leader In tjje federal 
campaign against the former breakaway 
state of Biafra, said the food supplies are 
cluttering up valuable warehouse and dock- 
side space in Lagos harbor, 

"It was all junk,” he told a news 
conference. “Stuff like condensed milk, 
canned peaches, apricots and breakfast 
cereal " 


Adekunle said the supplies were "all 
British-type food," 

"If it had been yams or cassava it would 
have been different. A* It was. we disposed 
of all this junk to get the port working 
again.” 

The Nigerian colonel explained U>e food 
supplies were removed from the dockside and 
distributed by the International Red Cross. 
He dismissed reports that while the food lay 
ilf^xrt 50,000 people died of hunger in 
Eastern Nigeria. 

"There is no further need for such 
emergency supplies in Nigeria.” he said. 
‘"The war is over now, and the people sre 
back on tlielr farms and growing all the food 
they need.”

Other* are synthetic prepara¬ 
tions equivalent to certain 
effective fractions of the 
hormone- They supply sub¬ 
stance which is deficient in 
the gland itself, thus creating 
better metabolic efficiency. 

Yes, thyroid dsfkiency can 
run in families.

Dear Dr. Thostesoa: About 
a year ago I had my ears 
pierced. Two months later I 
noticed a pink growth on both

ears. My doctor said the 
piercing c aused these 
"keloids.'’ Could you tell me 
the reason, and could I have 
them removed? — P. M. C. 

Keleida are an excessive 
growth of scar tissue, which 
can happen after an operation 
or a wound of any sort. Some 
people get them; others don't. 
Commonest among people 
with darker complexions. 

If removed surgically, they 
are very likely to grow again; 
sometimes injection* of a 


steroid called Kenalog helps. 
But the best thing to do 
usually is to forget them 
because they aren't harmful. 

Nothing you did or didn't do 
at the time o! piercing caused 
them — except the piercing.

Dear Dr. Thoateaoa: About 
a week before my menstrual 
period my breasts grt sore 
and the nipples are itchy, and 
the right one sometimes 
cracks open. I am 44. What 
about this? — Mra. P. H. 

Breast tissue Is highly re¬ 
sponsive to estrogen (female 
hormone) levels In the blood, 
and your symptoms are not 
particularly unusual. They are 
annoying rather than alarm¬ 
ing. Large doses of vitamin 
B-complex may lessen the 
trouble, or your doctor may 
elect to give you some other 
treatment.

Travel Agents Set 
For Arab Blackout 


NEW YORK (CP) — The American Society of Travel 
Agents Inc. has recommended to its 3,000-member-agents in 
the United States and Canada that they cease srranging for 
travel to six Arab countries, starting next Wednesday. 

The society advised the six Arab countries by telegram 
Thursday of the action, taken because of the recent wave of 
hijackings. The countries are Aigeria, Iraq, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Syria and Tunisia. 

Egypt was exempted from the action because of a 
conciliatory telegram received from the top United Arab 
Republic representative In Washington.

Decision Creates Doubts 


pmsr, YOU CHOOSE A MINISTER, and then 
1 you create a va*t new department — because 
the bigger it u the more impressive, never mind 
how effective — and then you prepare a aerie* of 
white papers. You are now in business, the federal 
administration buiinaaa. That la the modem 
pattern, and that is what is in store for the country 
according to the government's plan to control 
pollution of air, water and soil. 

Here should be seen a remarkably clear 
example of Parkinson's Law — as enunciated by 
that distinguished British author, educator and 
historian, Dr. C. North cote Parkinson: work in 
government expands to fQl the time available for 
its completion. 

He might have been looking towards Ottawa 
when he told an interviewer Thursday that the 
Royal Navy would soon read) a point where It 
would be useless as a fighting force while its 
civilian support establishment multiplied to colosm! 
size. 

This is the sort of thing Canadians have come 
to dread in the operation of the civil service 
bureaucracy: multiplication of numbers and of costs 
without any corresponding increase hi efficiency. 

The new federal body which will take charge 
of pollution control will be called the "environ¬ 
mental department,” according to the Canadian 
Press. Even the name creates an immediate doubt 
as to its function and intention. It doesn’t sound, 
somehow, like a body that will tackle such dirty 
problems as mercury poison in our waters, lung- 


choking fumes In our cities and even In the 
countryside where smoke from pulp and paper 
plants nauseates an increasing circle of victims, or 
a group prepared to discuse control of auch 
disgusting matters as sewage disposal. 

Besides, it is proposed to make the environ¬ 
mental department responsible In fisheries, fores¬ 
try and agriculture fields, which suggests an 
overlapping likely to cause confusion. 

It is suggested in some quarters that the main 
function of the new department will be research. 
And the question immediately arises as to why this 
operation could not be carried out within the 
existing facilities. 

TTiere is no doubt that there is need for 
Internationa! as well as national organization of 
pollution control. Premier Bennett has recom¬ 
mended the urgent drifting and enforcement of 
new International norms for critical waste 
discharges. 

Machinery does exist In the Canadian Council 
of Resource Ministers for this precise purpose, 
with such agencies as the Pacific Northwest 
Pollution Control Association to advise, and 
provincial departments to carry out approved 
policy. 

Until the terms of reference of the new 
department are clearly defined It may be unfair to 
take hurried conclusions on its usefulness. But the 
fear is that, quite apart from the cost and possible 
redundancy of an environmental department, it 
will slow the processes of pollution control and 
furnish a handy target for buck-passing.

"I don't mind shocking 
people s little," says BiH 
Scott alter he makes state¬ 
ments like these. "About 
China, tha Canadian people 
need to be shocked." 

In an interview with the 
Colonist this week. Soou. 
known aa Vieterta's Light¬ 
house Philosopher, reminisced 
about tha six-week trip he 
made to mainland China 
five year* ago this month. 


Scott made that trip to 
compare China under Mao 
Tse-Tung's regime with the 
China he knew when he 
worked there from 1823 to 

ms. 

He found, he said, that the 
educations* philosophy of com¬ 
munist China is the moat 
advanced in the world. In 
China, drug abuse, prostitu¬ 
tion and p re-marl tai preg¬ 
nancy have been eliminated, 
be said, while wide oppor¬ 
tunities for cultural education 
and physical lltness program* 
are available. 

At lha moment there were 
100 million children ta Chinese 
schools, about 10 million of 
whom, It was estimated, will 
eventually becom# top 
scholar*. 


Scott noted that in China 
■tudy is combined with work, 
and ail academic* must take 
their turn at non-academic 
work. This, he believes, it 
what makes China's children 
the world's healthiest. 

In the five years sines he 
has seen China, it haa been 
going from greater strength 
to greater strength, Scott 
■aid. He added that China has 
been the first nation in tha 
world to recognize that the 
culture of the modem world 
is a technological culture and 
to adapt to that.

The entire scheme involves 
conversion of Pandora and 
Johnson into one-way streets, 
widening of Begbie to a four- 
lane thoroughfare and exten¬

When the tree controversy 
reached its peak. Aid. Peter 
Pollen accused the city's 
administration of "'pushing 
through mad Schemes" with¬ 
out properly Informing city 
council. 


The first part of the entire 
project, extension and widen¬ 
ing of Begbie. is expected to 
he completed by the end of 
the year. 

Work along Johnson and 
Pandora will be started at the 
beginning of next year. 


Carl Jens Hansen, 24, 
of Hillside Avenue, was 
acquitted Friday In Vic¬ 
toria B.C. Supreme 
Court of an attempted 
murder charge, but was 
found guilty of a charge 
of rape. 

A 12-man jury returned the 
verdict after deliberating for 
three hours. 

Hansen was remanded until 
10 a.m. Oct. 18 for sentence; 
a pre-sentence report has 
been ordered. 

Hansen was charged that 
“on or about June 2, 1970, at 
or near Sooke," he attempted 
to murder a 12-year-oid girl 
by throwing her from Jacobs 
Creek Bridge. 

He was later charged with 
rape of the same girl. 

When Mr. Justice E. E. 
Hlnkson instructed the jury, 
he pointed out that any doubt 
''must be resolved In favor of 
the accused." 

He told the jurors they had 
five possible verdict* to con¬ 
sider with respect to the 
attempted murder charge 

If they had any “reasonable 
doubt" whether the accused 
was guilty as charged, the 
jurors could find him guilty of 
a lesser charge of "causing 
bodily harm with intent to 


endanger her life,” Hinkson 
■aid. 

If there still was douht as 
to the accused's guilt regard¬ 
ing the lesser charge, they 
could find him guilty of 
"assault c a u a i n g bodily 
harm," he said. 

The fourth possible verdict 
was guilty of common as¬ 
sault, and if "reasonable 
doubt" still existed, the jury 
must acquit the accused of 
the charge, Hinkson said. 

When the jury returned, the 
foreman answered with a 
"not guilty" to each of the 
possible charges. 


In Court 


Asked how the jury found 
the accused on the charge of 
rape, the foreman replied: 
"guilty as charged." 

Hansen remained motion¬ 
less throughout the proceed¬ 
ings. He didn't look up when 
the verdict was returned. 

Defence counsel Robert 
Hutchison told court he win 
call one witness, a doctor, 
before sentence is passed next 
Friday. 

Hutchison was assisted by 
Dean Wilson.

OTTAWA (CPI - Under 
certain circumstances Roman 
Catholics in Canada now may 
marry i n a norrCathoiic 
church, Most Rev. Joseph 
Aurele Plourde, archbishop of 
Ottawa, told a news confer¬ 
ence Friday. 

Plourde said this Is one of 
the main new points in a set 
of regulations governing 
mixed marriages which waa 
released at the end of the 
four-day meeting of the 
Canadian Catholic Confer¬ 
ence, the association of 
Roman Catholic bishops in 
Canada 

The regulations are pro¬ 
visional and will be used in 
Canada only until a new 
ecumenical directory on mar¬ 
riage is published by the 
Vatican, possibly next spring. 


Such a marriage might be 
celebrated outside the Cath¬ 
olic Church. If this were done, 
the Canadian Catholic Confer¬ 
ence said that the non-Cath- 
olic minister should preside, 
although it was desirable that 
the Catholic priest he invited 
to take part in the ceremony 
in some way. 


That's a real-life scene in 
the troubled but still enduring 
marriage of former Roman 
Catholic priest William 
DuBay sa he describes it in 
McCall's magazine. It's been 
rough, he says, adding: 

"We're still nof'sure our 
marriage will survive." 

DuBay. 35. married two 
years ago to a divorcee, the 
former Mary Ellen Rochester, 
now 31, after he was sus¬ 
pended from the priesthood, 
is one of many former priests 
who have married, and he 
*nys they face special prob¬ 
lems. 

"The troubls is marriage 
can trap a priest in a 
situation for which he is not 
prepared," DuBay says. He 
says not all priests are 
"completely until for matri¬ 
mony, but it would be hard to 
think of a background more 
at odd* with it." 


Bishops now are allowed lo 
permit mixed marriages in¬ 
volving Catholics to lake 
place without the presence of 
a Catholic priest provided 
there is some public form of 
marriage service. This dis¬ 
pensation might be granted 
only for serious reasons. 

A bishop can make a dispen¬ 
sation from the required form 
of Catholic marriage when 
the reasons concern, in an 
important way, the good of 
the two people, "especially 
their spiritual well-being and 
the tranquillity and peace of 
ihrir jiersonal and family 
relationships."

the past growing season, and the 
auperphoophate is to provide Mize mild, 
long-lasting nutrition of a type that 
encourages good root development. 

High power ‘ forcing" fertilizer* *r* 
not wanted at thia season of tha year, 
•a they stimulate soft, sappy topgrowth 
too tender to stand up under winter 
conditions. 

Half a bucket of moistened peat 
moss and a cupful of superphosphate 
per square yard la about right. With 
this spread evenly, dig over fhe bed as 
deeply as the spade can reach, but 
taking only narrow bitat of aoil in order 
to mix the peat and the fertilizer 

intimately with tha aoil. 

With tha h«d still rough-dug and 

liefore using the rake. 1 have found it 
an advantage to drench the soil with 
some common houseliald disinfectant of 
the phenol type — CreoJbi. Craocide, 
Lysol, Dettol, Jayea Fluid — c aw 
tablespoonful per gallon, applied gener¬ 
ously with a watering can. 

* * * 

A good soaking wjth such a 

disinfectant cleans up a lot of odds and 
ends of soil-borne pesta and disease 
organisms. On beds which are not to be 
planted up Immediately and are to lie 
fallow all winter, the dosage can be 
doubled, two tablespoonfuls per gallon. 


Leava the aoil In lta rough-dug 
condition for at least two day* •— a 
week Is even better — before raking it 
down. Then tread it, rake It agein, and 
go ahead.with your planting of bulbs cr 
other spring-flowering subjects. 

Am I have mentioned before, this is a 
good time of the year to plant a 
clematis, and excellent two-year-old 
specimens of the large-flowered hybrid 
kinds can be purchased for as little as 
13.50 each. Some of the most popular 
•re Jackmanii, purple, Nellie Moser, 
mauve with pink-veined petals; Henryi. 
with large white flowers, and Crimson 
King.

The planting site for a clematis must 
be ehoaen with some care, for while the 
vine itself revels in lots of sunshine, the 
root* demand oool, moist soil with good 
drainage and some lime, and the lower 
stem should really be shaded from the 
sun. 

An easy way to provide the cool root 
run it to place one or two flat 
flagstones ovar the root*, tor the 
underside of a atone (a alway* corf and 
moist even in the hrftest weather. The 
•hade for the lower stem can be 
obtained by planting a small shrub of 
•ome kind in front of ihe vine.

Cable TV 

future 
Up in Air 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
future role of cable television 
in national communication* 
appeared uncertain following 
a three-day public hearing in 
Montreal this week of the 
federal broadcast regulatory 
agency. 

The question has signifi¬ 
cance for Canadians generally 
because Of cable TV's poten¬ 
tial for influencing cultural, 
social and educational de¬ 
velopment. 

The current uncertainty 
was evident in formal sub¬ 
missions by cable owners lo 
the Canadian Radio-Television 
Commission hearing and also 
in the frustration and anger 
many operators expressed in 
private. 

The CRTC originally 
planned to set out firm 
proposals and later regula¬ 
tions for cable development 
this fall. 

But Chairman Pierre 
Juneau indicated in a TV 
interview these measures now 
will not likely be introduced 
before next spring or sum¬ 
mer. 

The heart of the cable 
operators' confusion lies in 
the turbulent history of the 
industry's development and in 
the current division of regula¬ 
tory authority between the 
CRTC and the federal com¬ 
munication* department. 

In 1968 Parliament passed a 
new Broadcasting Act, desig¬ 
nating cable operators as 
broadcasters and placing on 
them the responsibility for 
producing and transmitting 
some programming the m- 
selves. 

The cable owners argue 
that they entered the industry 
for purely business reasons. It 
was unfair, they say, for 
Parliament suddenly to de¬ 
mand that they become cre¬ 
ative programmers. 

Following passage of the 
act came government regula¬ 
tions limiting foreign owner¬ 
ship of braodcasting opera¬ 
tions — Including cable — to 
20 per cent and requiring that 
the vast majority of company 
directors be Canadians. 


MP Power 
Sought 
By Natives 

PENTICTON tCPl — A [ 
position paper of the Union of 
B.C, Indian Chiefs says 
Indian* should have the right 
to elect members of Parlia¬ 
ment to represent groups of 
reserves. 

The paper also says local j 
Indian bands should have the 
same power as municipalities 
with services finanoed by 
"massive funds for years to 
come" from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

"Indians must continue to 
be recognized a * unique 
spheres of federal autliurUy, 
therefore jt would be quite 
consistent with democratic 
principles to group reserves 
w appropriate number* into 
political constituencies," the 
paper says. 


Chief Fire Prevention Of-

Leason said mare than 
35.000 suites and offices at 
1,900 addresses will get cards 
or stickers and the distribu¬ 
tion job will take six to eight 
weeks. 


The occupancy cards which 
must be prominently dis¬ 
played, set people limits for 
alt public assembly areas and 
for different events in those 
areas. For example, a hall on 
Douglas Street can have 67 
peron* in it when used as a 
public hall and 85 when used 
as a cabaret. 


The cards even set different 
limits when one building 
contains several balls. One 
Legion building will have 
limits of 188, 150 and 125 for 
its three different licensed 
premises. 

Leason said the action was 
taken under the provincial 
Fire Marshal's Act. Regular 
inspections will continue but 
the card limits, he said, "put 
the onus on management 
now.”
